George 
Jane spent severai hours with him, 
and when he left brother said:

By reason of his schcClastic achieve- 
ments the honorary degree of LL.D. 
was conferred upon him 
later by his alma mater and bv New 
York and Brown universities and 
the University of North Carolina. 

Lpon leaving college he 
in newspaper work, becoming part 
owner and editor of the Tacoma 
(Wash.) Daily News. In 1889 he 
was admitted to the bar of Califor- 
nia and from 1897 until 1902 he 
served as corporation counsel of San 
Francisco. In the latter 
was the Democratic candidate 
Governor of California, but was 
elected. MIe received the party vot 
of the State Legislature. in 1903 for 
Lnited States Senator. Appointed a 
member of the Interstate Conimerce 
(‘ommission by Presidem Roosevelt 
in 1905, later becoming chairmarn., 
Lane avas serving in that capacity 
when he was made Secretary of the 
Interior.

SENATE TO GET ARMY BILL 
FOR MINIMUM OF 170,000 MEN 


Military Committce Cuts 5000 From 
Total Recommended by 
Subcommittec. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
voted unanimously yesterday to re- 
port the army bill carrying a total 
of $335,000,000 and providing for an 
army of a minimum strength of 
170,000 men at any time during the 
next fiscal year. ' 

The full committee, in finally 
passing upon the bill, cut 6000 from 
the strength advocated by its sub- 
committee. The bill as passed by 
the House would provide for an 
average strength of 150,000, which 
it was said, would mean a reduction 
to 126,000 some time in the next 
fiscal year. The present strength is 
230,000. 

Secretary Weeks had asked the 
committee to provide for an army 
of at least 175,000 men and for an 
appropriation equal to that provided 
in the bill passed by the last Con- 
gress but vetoed by President Wil- 
son. That bill carried a total ef 
$346,000,000. 

Outside of increases In pay and 
subsistence in the House bill, the 
principal increase vetoed by the 
Senate committee was an addition 
of $300,000 in the sum available for 
vocational training, making the to- 
tal to be recommended to the Senate 
for that purpose $1,500,000.

MEXICO CITY, May  18.—‘"Be- 


ware the fate of Francisco Madero, 
who failed to heed solicitations to 
change his policy, and fell,’’ was the 
warning sent to President Obregon 
last night by Liberal-Constitutional- 
4st members of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties and the Senate. This warning 
was contained in a memorial drafted 
at the caucus of the Liberal Consti- 
tutionalists. It made pointed charges 
that Pelias Calles, Secretary of the 
Interior, and Adolfo de la Huerta, 
former President, and now Secretary 


of the Treasury, had attempted to 
cause disaffection against the Obre- 
gon administration. 


was signed by 138 Deputies and sev- | 


eral Senators. 

Referring 0 the necessity 
President Obregon changing his pol- 
icy, immediately, the memorial said: 

“tn connection with the invasion 
of the Chamber of Deputies by radi- 
cals last week, the press has  pub- 
lished your statements, which are al- 
most identical with those made of- 
ficially by the Confederation of Syn- 
dicated ‘Workers. You have stated 
the attack was of small importance, 
but this is a statement which is at 
absolute variance with alt the con- 
cepts of society.” 

In conclusion, the memorial de- 
clared_ that Francisco Madero’s 
friends were convicted of the disloy- 
alty of some of his alleged support- 
ers. It is said these friends visited 
Madero in 1913 and had told him it 
was necessary for him to change his 
policy. 

“Madero Failed to Heed.” 


“But Madero,” the memorial went 
on, “confident of his popularity, 
blind in his incapacity to conceive of 
wrong, and sure of the loyalty of 
those who were represented as dis- 
loyal, heeded not, and within a 
month there was begun the most 
prolonged tragedy this nation has 
evér known. At this moment mem- 
bers of the Mexican Congress who 
have signed this document call upon 
you to make a supreme effort that 
history may not be repeated, and 
place at your service their loyalty 
and patriotism and their wishes for 
the prosperity of the nation.” 

Secretaries Calles and De la Huer- 
ta were charged with attempting to 
use their offices to propagate rad- 
fcalism. There was no request made, 
however, for the resignations of the 
two members of the Cabinet. 


Demonstration by Radicals. 
Radical sympathizers attempted to 


- force their way. into the Chamber of 


Deputies last night to attack mem- 
bers of the Liberal-Constitutionalist 
party, who were holding a caucus 
there. The men engaged in the dis- 
order were dispersed by the Fire De- 
partment. 

The streets near the congressional 
building were filled all the afternoon 
with idly curious people, who were 
awaiting developments. 

Aurelia Manrique, a Socialist Dep- 
uty, made an impassioned harangue, 
and large numbers gathered to break 
into the:chamber. The timely ar- 
rival of the firemen stopped the dem- 
onstration, and the radicals trans- 
ferred their activities to Alameda 
Park, in the center of the city, but 
the firemen again interfered, and the 
crowd was dispersed. One Socialist 
Deputy, who remonstrated with po- 
licemen, was arrested.

NEW PLAN TO CALL 


FOR ENLARGING 0 
SOLDIER HOSPITALS 


Program, to Be Urged by 


Physicians, Will Diminish 
St. Louis’ Chances of Get- 
ting Institution. 


WOULD ELIMINATE 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Committee Decides Interests 
of Veterans Would Be 
Better Served by Use of 
Existing Facilities.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—A plan 
of soldier-hospital construction dif- 
ferent from any that has hitherto 
received public attention will be rec- 
ommended by the committee of emi- 
nent physicians, headed by Dr. W. 
C. White of Pittsburg, which §ecre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon appoint- 
ed to assist him in the selection of 
hogpital sites. 

In a report soon to be made, the 
committee will propose that avail- 
able funds be devoted principally to 
enlargement of existing hospitals and 
homes, especially the 
latter. New construction would not 
be entirely eliminated under the 
scheme, but would be reduced to a 
minimum. The recommendations, if 
will materially di- 
minish St. Louis’ chances of getting a

White and other members of the 
committee before the House Appro- 
priations Committee shows what will 
be the character of their report. It 
was brought out in this testimony 
that the old soldiers’ homes are well 
located geographically and can be 
easily enlarged. Stress was laid on 
the fact that utilization on the cen- 
tral heating plants and water sys- 
tems of these buildings would ob- 
viate a large expenditure.

Witnesses further pointed out that 

after each war there is first the 


problem of caring for the wounded 
ri and 


sick,and then the continuing 
problem of providing homes for the 
permanently incapacitated—the “old 
soldiers.”” As time goes on, there 
will be many old soldiers of the 
great war to be looked after by the 
Government.

NEW YORK, May 18.—The re- 
Sponse to the announcement of the 
Railway Labor Board that Wages 
of a million workers would be re- 
duced on July 1, was an opening 
jump of a half point to a point and 
a half in rail stocks. This was fol- 
lowed promptiy by a reaction, after 
which little happened until the final 
hour, avhen another moderate upturn 
“occurred. 

The reason why Wall Street did 
not enthuse over the announcement 
was simply that it left the main point 
at issue—the amount of the wage re- 
duction—quite as much in the dark 
as ever. Very few doubted that the 
Labor Board would make some con- 
cession to the necessities of the car- 
riers; this was the logical sequel to 
the lowering of pay rolls jin other 
lines and to the deflation in prices 
and in profits generally. But the 
extent to which the railroads of the 
country will be relieved, remains 
quite as uncertain after yesterday's 
action at Chicago-as it was before. 

Following the little flurry in the 
rails the market transferred interest 
to the industrial section and especial- 
ly to the shares of companies which 
were to act on their dividends today 
and within the next week or So. 

The stock market gave the impres- 
sion. as it has right along, of two 
rival factions working at cross pur- 
poses. This was indicated by the up- 
bidding of rails and coppers, while 
steers and motors were under more 
or less pressure. It was also trought 
out rather strikingly by the sudden 
jump in Mexican Petroleum, followed 
almost immediately by the violent 
selling movement in the related Pan- 
American issues. The controversy 
Over conditions in the Mexican oil 
country seems to be farther from a 
termination than at any time, 

Motor stocks were rather heavy 
again and most of the oil shares 
showed the effect of recent price- 
eutting, An interesting light is 
thrown upon these changes in the 
@i] trade by the action of the Consol- 
idated Gas Co., which is to be fol- 
lowed by other concerns, voluntarily 
reducing the price of its product, be- 
cause the 6-cent fall in the prtee oi 
gas oil has made it possible to do so.

The statement of President Rosskopf of the Board 
of Education on the Hesse case is valuable because 
it contains a full statement of facts upon which the 
Superintendent and the board acted in suspending and 
dismissing Miss Hesse. 

The facts as stated show that Miss Hesse did make 
statements reflecting upon Mr. Johnson’s official and 
personal integrity and that she admitted making 
the statements, but the positions of the persons to 
whom she made the statements—Mrs. Gellhorn and 
Mrs. Layman, who were leaders in a school election 
campaign, and Mr. Clarkson, a member of the board— 
indicate good faith, however bad her judgment might 
have been. 

Evidence of impropriety appears in Mr. Clarkson’s 
testimony regarding Miss Hesse’s effort to influence 
the board’s selection of a Superintendent and her in- 
terference with the board’s work. 

This is the height of her offending. There is no 
evidence of Miss Hesse’s intent to spread statements 
about Mr. Johnson which she knew to be false or 
that there was any corrupt intent in her effort to 
influence Mr. Clarkson or any member of the board. 
Injudicious and pernicious activity seems to cover 
Miss Hesse’s offense. 

Mr. Rosskopf does not touch upon the impropriety 
of the board’s procedure, to which its severe and sum- 
mary decision gives the color of an act of vengeance 
by an aggrieved member of the board.

In the words of 
the secretary, “‘the less you know about it the better 
off you are.”

ECONOMIO SOPHISTRY. 

Among those examined at Monday night’s hearing 
of the aldermanic inquiry into housing and rentals 
was Secretary Fritz of the carpenter's union, who de- 
clared, in reply to a question as to a reduction in 
wages, that “low wages do not make prosperity.” In 
that he was correct. It is equally true that high 
wages do not make prosperity. If prosperity could 
be trapped by the bait of high wages it would-never 
get away. 

The fallacy of high prices as the touchstone of pros- 
perity, in the case of labor, or goods, or service, is 
being pretty well demonstrated. It is not necessary 
to go beyond the union for which Mr. Fritz spoke. 
Many carpenters are idle now because of high ma- 
terial and labor prices. A wage scale of $1.25 an hour 
may look well on paper, but it doesn’t mean anything 
to the men of that trade who are unemployed. 

Another convincing illustration of the futility of 
high prices is offered by the railroads. Transporta- 
tion executives a short time ago believed their diffi- 
culties could be dispelled by high rates. Statesmen 
at Washington were similarly credulous. The high 
rates were granted. Now the railroad people are 
in much the same position as the carpenters who are 
out of work. The high rates have killed business. 

The gpresent world experience is emphasizing the 
truth that prosperity is a delicate, intricate machine 
which breaks down when too much strain is laid on 
any one part. A nicety of adjustment seems indis- 
pensable to its successful functioning. When that 
balance is disturbed, either by labor or capital, the 
machine presently begins to sputter. If the dis- 
turbance is not remedied, the machine eventually 
balks. 

All this was compressed into an Emersonifan statute 
long ago—the law of compensation. It is bromidic to 
say that we cannot reap if we don’t sow, but it is 
the truth, just the same. If it were not the truth the 
printing presses had long since made everybody rich 
with paper money, and mines and mints had been 
relegated to archeology.

EXPLORATION OF THE ARCTTO, 


From the World’s Work. 

HERE is widespread interest in the pro- 

posal that the American navy send a large 
expedition of scientists to the Arctic. The un- 
explored Arctic still covers a vast area. Green- 
land alone, whose interior is almost wholly un- 
known, is nearly one-fourth as large as the 
United States, and, if the deductions of sclen- 
tists are well founded, there is in the Polar 
Sea a great continent, as yet unseen by civilized 
eves. The scientific possibilities of such an ex- 
pedition are too vast to be conjectured. There 
are thought to be vast deposits of oil in the 
polar regions, and their discovery might solve a 
problem which is perhaps the most serious 
menace to the present economic fabric of the 
world. How long the present flelds can supply 
the demand is a matter of speculation, but many 
trustworthy estimates fix the maximum period 
at 25 years. Although oil flelds in the Arctic 
probably have little practical importance now, 


fthey may have stupendous value in the future, 


Coal mines in Spitzbergen, an Arctic archipe)l- 
ago as far north as Central Greenland, have been 
profitably worked for some time. Therefore, the 
explorers who can plant their country’s flag in 
the ice above such deposits, will confer an in-, 
calculable boon upon coming generations. The 
world already greatly needs larger supplies of 
the rare metals; their use in the naval mines of 


the North Sea is still a secret, but even the non- 
scientific world is familiar with the importance 
of vanadium and molybdenum in the steel in- 
dustry, platinum and iridium in the laboratory, 
and radium in medicine. There are good chances 
that such deposits exist in polar continents, 


THE NEW EDUCATION.

T IS commonly and erroneously believed that 

mathematics requires some special aptitude and 
should not be pressed upon those who on first 
trial, express a distaste for the subject. In reality, 
mathematics requires no special aptitude, but it 
does require what many students are too lazy 
or too indifferent to give,—it requires accurate, 
quantitative thinking in place of loose, qualitative 
wool-gathering. So many of the values of life de- 
pend upon the quantitative element that the stud- 
ent who declines to think quantitatively can hard- 
ly be called educated. It is a mistake, for ex- 
ample, to consider the calculus as meant only for 
engineers and physicists. As a matter of fact the 
calculus is for all of us who aspire to think at all, 
for it offers a new and fruitful way of thinking 
about quantity itself, and therefore in effect about 
life. One may not care to study Einstein tn the 
original, or to go into all the intricacies of the 
theory of relativity, but since this theory seems 
destined to take its place alongside of the older 
Newtonian theory of gravitation, and to modify 
it profoundly, it becomes necessary for every in- 
telligent student, in order to be in any large sense 
intelligent, to be able to follow the general argu- 
ment for relativity, quite as necessary indeed as 
for every intelligent person to know the difference 
between the Ptolemaic and the Copernican astron- 
omies. In a word, the quantitave element is an 
unescapable factor in all sound thinking and ff 
we allow our young people to dodge it on the shal- 
low ground that they have no turn for mathemat- 
ics we open the door to all those ‘surrent tnac- 
curacies that make our modern life so com plicated 
and so difficult. I do not, for one moment, main-

The child may come home 
from school somewhat drowsy and 
irritable. An observant mother real- 
izes that something is wrong. The 
child may complain of feeling chilly 
and may even have a real shaking 
chill. At night the irritation ’in- 
creases and the ¢hild is feverish and 
restless.

On the 
following day the child’s bloodshot, 
watery eyes will attract attention, 
and the experienced mother may 
then suspect measles. At this time 
a physician will usually be able to 
‘make a definite diagnosis, for on 
opening the child’s mouth, a careful 
look at the inner side of the cheek 
shows a few characteristic white- 
tipped red spots, the size of the head 
of a pin, which are one of the signs 
of measles. 

Mothers experienced in using a 
clinical thermometer will find that 
the child has some fever, reaching 
100 or 101 or more, on the second 
day. 

Usually, after two or three days 
of the symptoms described, the rash 
appears. This shows first behind the 
ears, on the neck or at the roots of 
the hair, over the forehead. It ap- 
pears as small, dark red spots, which 
are at first few and scattered, and re- 
semble flea bites. Within 24 hours 
the rash is spread over the body and 
the child looks very much bespec- 
kled and swollen. In from five to 
seven days the rash begins to fade, 
and within three or four days more 
has entirely disappeared, leaving only 
a faint mottling of the skin.

Radishes Require Small Space. 


ADISHES are among the first | 

garden crops to be planted in 
Spring, and a very small space is 
required to produce al] that is need- 
ed by the average family. The soil ' 
should be loose, mellow and very | 
rich, so the radishes will grow 
quickly and be crisp and tender. 
Radish seeds should be planted in a 


shallow furrow and covered about 
one-half inch deep. Two or three 
varieties should be planted in order 
to have a eontinuous supply. French 
Breakfast and Scarlet Globe Turnip 
are among those which mature in 
the shortest period, while Long Scar- 
let Short-Top and Long White Vi- 
enna or Lady Finger are good to 
follow the extra early varieties. 
Plant Beets Early. 
ARDEN beets can be planted 
almost as soon as the soil can 


be worked in the spring. Rich soil 
that is well prepared is essential. 
Commercial fertilizers and well-rot- 
ted manures are best to supply plant 
food, but should be very thoroughly 
mixed with the soil. Egyptian and 
Detroit Dark Red are among. the 
leading warieties. Sow the seed in a 
shallow drill, one ounce of seed to | 
50 feet of drill, and cover about one 
inch deep. When the plants have) 
become well established thin so/'| 
they do not crowd.
